We find, in the Learned Perrcnm 
Arbiter, that there are ſome Men that carry your Antipendinins in 
their Breeches. Theſe are, as the ſame Author ſays, your Zur- 
borum ſolutorum viri, the Impotent and the aged. A ſort of P-o- 
ple generally contemn*d by the Female Sex, and therefore moſt 
commonly Cornuted ; that is to ſay, becauſe they have onely 
Antipendiums in their Breeches, they are forced to carry Ante- 
fandiums in their Forcheads. Of theſe Antipendinums Fuvenal 
gives ye an Account in theſe Words z_ |

And therefore (ſaith Petronizs) the Perſons who are fo unforwi-

For this Reaſon I ſhall ceaſe to ſpeak any more of theſe ſort of 
Antipendiums. Onely, my Beloved, I ſhall give you this advice, 
That you keep your Antipendinms out of harms way.
